THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  LOCAL  CHAPTER 


The  local  Vacaville  Chapter  of  the  SP.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  Inc  had  its  beginning  several  years  ago. 
On  February  27,  1968,  the  years  of  daydreaming  of  a  local  chapter  began  to  become  a  reality. 
Prospective  members  had  been  contacted  months  before,  and  all  of  the  proper  International 
leadership  of  the  Society  had  been  informed.  On  June  2,  1968,  the  local  chapter  had  enough  par- 
ticipants to  become  a  licensed  functioning  group. 

A  director  had  been  hired  and  the  first  objective  was  to  stage  a  barber  shop  show.  During 
the  period  from  June  through  January,  the  prime  goal  has  been  to  have  35  dues  paying  mem- 
bers in  order  that  the  chapter  could  become  a  fully  chartered  and  participating  member  of  the 
SPEBSQSA  Inc. 

During  this  period  the  chorus  has  sung  before  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Markham  PTA,  Rotary  Club,  and  the  Mayor's  Conference  held  at  the  Nut  Tree.  The 
group  has  also  sung  for  the  Upper  Solano  Association  for  Retarded  Children. 

The  quartet  of  the  local  chapter,  the  What  Fours,  has  sung  for  the  Dixon  May  Fair,  the 
Soroptimist  Club,  Dixon  Chapter  of  Eastern  Star,  Dixon  Rotary  and  the  Vacaville  Saturday  Club. 

The  goal  for  this  chapter  is  to  reach  a  membership  of  50  to  60  men  from  all  of  the  com- 
munities in  Upper  Solano  County. 

Although  the  name  of  the  Society  implies  quartet  emphasis,  it  is  our  desire  to  make  it  clear 
that  the  choruses  in  the  SPEBSQSA  Inc.  are  the  back-bone  and  from  these  choruses  voluntarily 
emerge  the  fine  quartets  of  the  Society.

"In  the  age  of  Dictators  and  Government  control"  ...  is  when  our  society  first  appeared 
on  the  horizon.  The  year  was  1938 — just  thirty  years  ago!  The  founders  were  Owen  Cash,  an 
attorney  and  his  friend,  Rupert  Hall,  an  investment  banker,  both  from  Tulsa,  Oklahoma-  That 
which  started  out  as  almost  a  joke  has  mushroomed  into  an  International  Organization  with 
over  30,000  members.  This  includes  675  choruses  making  it  the  largest  organized  all-male  singing 
society  in  the  whole  world.
